“People thought I was crazy and to be hon¬ 
est I couldn’t argue that case,” Social Studies 
teacher Don Bernacky said.

Bernacky attended Second City 
and studied improvisational 
acting. His experience 
at Second City and 
his comedic skills 
ultimately helped him 
with producing films and j 
teaching. 

“1 was doing some 
film work and 1 had 45 actors 
working for me. 1 found myself 
straining to get them to do what 1 
needed to be done; so 1 thought 
‘why not? It’s right there why 
not go?’ and their [Second City] 
methods unlocked so many 
things for me cis a teacher,” 

Bernacky said. 

Bernacky’s movie “Mystic

During one of his ghost hunting | 
investigations for die movie, 
a clear recording of a child’s 
voice saying “1 don’t trust 
you,” showed up and sur¬ 
prised him and his fellow in¬ 
vestigators.

“You could let these 
hardships have their own shape and let them 
dictate your life or you could 
rearrange their shape into j 
something you could handle. \ 

1 discovered comedy did that 
for me,” he said. 

“It’s the world on your terms 
when you were the one making 
the jokes,” Bernacky said. “The 
world was my comedy club.” 

As sponsor of the Improv Club 
and constantly practicing his jokes on ^ 
his classes, Bernacky further used his 
professional training from Second City. 

“International comedians had been on ’ 
that same stage so when you were there 
it was kind of like an epic feeling,” he said 
“1 really love the humorous side of life 
and I’m always turning things on their heads ' 
in my mind. 1 really want to keep the child in 
me alive,” he said. 


“My grandmother and 1 would spend 
weekends together and we would watcl 
monster movies every weekend as a 
little kid and 1 really loved those ‘ 
spooky stories,” Bernacky said. 

“A family tradition of ours was 
when the whole family would 
get together on Christmas Eve ' 
and share ghost stories; it was a 
lot of fun,” he said. 

A few weekends with grandma 
and a couple spooks around the 
Christmas tree led Bernacky’s love 
for storytelling and monster movies 
to something he spun into his daily 
life. “One of my pet peeves was 
watching those ghost shows and 
watching those people freaking out 
and running away from the scene. 
When you got a response that 
was ultimately data, you don’t run 
away from that data.*' Bernacky 
said. “The ghost wasn’t going to 
hurt you; what will hurt you was 
running away and banging your 
head on something or tripping 
and falling,” he said. 

“It’s like history was speaking 
to you,” Bernacky said.

Each club worked toward making a difference and 
establishing their identity within the community. 
Though diverse and separate groups, the MSA, FCA 
and FCCLA all set out to serve the community and re¬ 
flect the beliefs and practices from which their service 
derived.

The show’s scenery was enhanced with a rotating plat¬ 
form that turned chetraicters and scenery on and off stage 
the entire show. Theiiardest part was keeping youf bal¬ 
ance while the stage was rotating,” junior Beca Johnson 
said. The rotating stage also had three separate staircases 
on it.

It occured 
during the morning of March 3,1934. The soap was soon 
replaced by an automatic gun. Soon after, hostages were 
taken, but later released in nearby Illinois. In July of the 
same year, Dillinger was shot and killed by FBI agrents 
in Chicago.
